These  universities  when  estab- 
lished as  says  F.  Max  Muller,  “can 
and  ought  to  teach  a real  interest 
in  educational  work,  and  more  than 
that  a love  of  our  work,  and  more 
than  that,  a truo  joy  and  happiness 
in  oiu^Hrk.”

Competent  teachers  must  be  em- 
ployed. 

Competency  ncl  tides  practice  us 
well  as  theory.  Many  may  have 
stuilied  the  science  of  teaching  and 
yet  not  be  able  to  instruct.  Wc 
have  theoretical  farmers  who  fail 
when  they  try  to  illustrate  their 
theories  by  actual  planting  and 
reaping. 

A good  teacher  must  be  born 
with  some  of  the  germs  of  the  art, 
or  at  least  with  a certain  degree  of 
adaptability.  To  employ  any  oth- 
er is  but  throwing  away  money  and 
sacrificing  the  best  interests  of  the 
•qhoWrs,  As  waU  might  one  em- 


j latter  days.  The  paths  of  truth, 
though  long  trodden  and  so  stained 
with  the  blood  of  the  righteous 
man’s  feet  that  by  the  crimson  it 
may  he  known,  yet  has  its  unhewn 
rocks,  and  its  uncomely  places,  and 
weak  llesli  longs  for  some  easier 
way.  The  pastor  must  have  not 
only  the  wisdom  of  the  serpent  and 
the  harmlessncss  ol  the  dove,  but 
also  the  boldness  of  the  lion  in 
checking  the  encroachment  of  er- 
ror upon  truth.

Lastly,  what  is  the  character  of 
■tin-  Public  School  System  .in  our 
State  and  what  are  it*  needs? 

The  present  system  of  puhlic  in- 
struction by  common  schools  vras 
; copied  largely  from  well  proved 
system,  in  the  older  States.  Ini 
theory  it  is  excellent,  hut  in  its  use 
it  is  proving  itself  decidedly  ineffi- 
cient. 

The  officers  and  t lie  teachers  may 
he  thoroughly  qualified  by  educa- 
tion. in  ils  moat  enlarged  sense.  I 
and  by  successful  experience  and 
yet  the  system,  as  compared  with  i 
the  workings  of  school  systems  in 
other  States,  may  at  the  first  glance 
appear  to  he  a failure. 

.Money  is  needed  for  the  proper 
payment  of  teachers  and  of  Super- 
intendents, and ' for  better  school 
houses. 

Da  the  citizens  generally  know 
how  poorly  Superintendents  and 
teachers  are  paid? 

U e believe  not,  for  if  they  did 
wc  are  confident  they  would  not 
only  he  willing  to  be  taxed  to  raise 
sufficient  revenue,  but  would' insist 
upon  the  tax  being  levied. 

In  conclusion  we  would  sav,  let 
the  Stato  appropriate  each  year, 
money  enough  to  support  properly 
the  system  which  we  have,  modi- 
fied perhaps  in  some  of  its  features, 
and  let  the  citizens  unite  in  aiding 
the  perfection  of  tho  common 
school*  and

Hut  the 
people  that  look  always  on  the 
drawn  sword  arc  not  in  tho  way 
id  their  highest  development. 
Frederic,  of  I’russia.  was  groat  in 
war,  but  greater  in  peace.  The 
best  work  of  this  intrepid  man  was 
in  the  development  of  the  result t- 
ces  of  his  country  after  his  wars 
w ere  over.  The  pastor  when  fie 
opposes  error  is  doing  u good 
worn,  when  in*  seeks  the  further- 
ance oft  ruth  is  doing  a better  r.  ork. 

I am  impressed  that  at  this  tita  •. 
the  development  of  persona!  pirtv 
and  our  denominational  resources 
is  not  totally,  hut  very  htrgelv  our 
work.  1 he  work  « » i pioneering  is 
a necessary  one.  Llcinents  are 
always  soothing  in  a new  countrv. 
'I  his  is  natural  us  the  population  is 
heleroge  icon-.  Lilt  w e no  longer 
live  ilia  frontier  coumrv.  The  de- 
velopment of  our  resources  is  no  v 
the  order  of  th  ■ day.  This  is 
largely  the  work  oftlij pastor,  and 
lie  must  h ive  manliness  in  nuke  it 
the  absorbing  thought  of  a people 
inured  to  habits  of  deience,  and 
resistance.  The  pa-tor  needs  cour- 
age to  promote  the  best  class  of 
truths.  The  truths  of  the  Bible 
that  aim  at  the  highest  promotion 
of  good  call  for  the  greatest  sacri- 
fice.. The  central  idea  of  the  Bi- 
ble, bearing  on  the  promotion  nf 


shomanot  allow  its 
teachers  to  be  chosen  because  they 
are  connected  with  influential  fam- 
ilies, ocgardle.'s  of  their  qualifica- 
tions, nor  because  they  are  poor 
and  need  the  money  for  their  sup- 
port. Far  better  would  it  lie  for 
the  town  to  support  such  would-be 
teachers  as  possess  nothing  mere 
to  recommend  them  than  their  ne- 
cessities. It  would  then  not  he 
guilty  of  murdering  the  intellectu- 
al life  ol  its  children  hut  so  pre- 
serve and  invigorate  it  as  to  add  to 
its  strength.

With  a larder  almost 
empty  and  the  woman  whom  he 
vowed  at  tho  altar  to  protect  and 
support,  fading  amid  countless  du- 
ties and  privations,  he  must  tot  a 
worthy  example  belore  liis  people 
of  the  estimable  grace  of  giving.  1 
have  not  words  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation of  th*  manly  pastor  that 
can  thus  bend  his  head  to  the  yoke 
for  the  Master's  sake.  Our  relig- 
ion is  not  without  men  who  can 
and  do.

The  true  method  for  city  sebools, 
tmdTindeed  for  all  schools,  be  they 
of  high  or  low  grade,  supported  by 
public  money  or  private  patron- 
age; is  to  invite  visitors  to  their 
daily  exercises.  A healthy  stimu- 
ious  will  thus  be  given  to  teachers 
and  to  pupils.

The  room  is  never  to  be  a 
play  bouse;  but  the  place  where 
worl  , honest  work  on  the  part  of 
both  teacher  and  pupil  shall  be 
perfi  ‘rated,  and  where  wholesome

To  be  punctual  in  all  duties,  ia  to 
be  honest.  This  will  save  both 
money  and  time. 

It  should  ever  be  remembered 
that  the  pupil  has  rights  as  wel1  as 
his  teacher. 

These  rights  demand  that  he 
should  not  b* detained  through  any 
one’s  fault  but  his  own,  in  the  school 
room  when  the  hours  for  bis  de- 
parture has  arrived,  and  that  he 
should  be  treated  with  justice. 

Having  a schedule  and  faithfully 
observing  it,  is  indispensable  to  a 
teacher's  success. 

Doing  each  appointed  thing  in 
it*  own  time  possesses  great  edu- 
cating power  in  itself.

Standing  at  the  head  of  this  Su-

Besides  the  common  schools,  in- 
cluding the  Higher  Institutions  as 
well  as  those  of  lower  grisde  and 
the  Training  Schools  for  teachers, 
the  State  System  may  embrace  Col-
